HEALTH  REPORT  FOR  1939 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Health  Report  for  1939,  this 
being  the  seventeenth  one  presented  by  me  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  the  Report  for  1939  has  been  condensed  as  far  as 
possible,  and  only  contains  such  information  as  it  is  essential 
to  record. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  at 
mid-year  1939  was  13,950  as  against  12,780  last  year. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate,  viz.  12.6  per 
thousand  of  population  as  against  13.9  last  year.  The  Birth 
Rate  for  Eingland  and  Wales  was  15.0. 

The  Death  Rate  remained  steady,  this  being  10.4  per 
thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with  10.6  last  year.  The 
Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.1. 

An  increase  took  place  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  this 
being  44  as  against  16  last  year.  This  Rate  is  liable  to 
fluctuation  owing  to  the  small  numbers  involved. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease 
the  year  1939  was  a  satisfactory  one.  The  number  of 
notification  certificates  received  during  the  year  was  91  as 
against  39  last  year.  This  increase  is  chiefly  due  to  a  larger 
number  of  cases  of  Measles  being  notified. 

In  presenting  this  Report  I  beg  to  thank  the  Council  and 
its  Officers  for  their  help  and  assistance.  In  particular  I  would 
place  on  record  the  loyal  and  efficient  services  rendered  by 
Mr.  Gypps  and  the  Health  Visitor,  Miss  Allibone.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  a  summary  of  the 
work  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the 
year  1939,  together  with  the  extensions  of  sanitary  services. 


GENERAL  INSPECTIONS 

The  routine  inspections  of  the  District  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts,  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  and  the  public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations  have  been  carried  out. 

The  duties  and  powers  of  the  Shops  Acts,  1912-1934,  together 
with  the  Retail  Meat  Dealers’  Shops  Sunday  Closing  Act  and 
the  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restrictions)  Act  are  being 
administered  by  your  Council  under  delegation  from  the  Kent 
County  Council. 

During  the  year  146  visits  have  been  made  under  this  Act, 
and  33  visits  under  the  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restriction) 
Act.  During  the  year  11  contraventions  were  dealt  with,  and 
one  prosecution  was  instituted  against  Bonus  Fish  Shops  Ltd. 
for  contravention  under  the  Act.  The  case  was  heard  at 
Sevenoaks  Police  Court,  and  the  firm  was  fined  £10,  and 
£3  8s.  costs. 

HOUSING 

It  was  not  possible  during  the  year  to  carry  out  many 
inspections  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  Twenty  houses  were 
inspected  under  the  Housing  Regulations,  and  47  houses  were 
inspected  for  minor  defects.  One  hundred  and  eighteen  visits 
were  paid  in  connection  with  housing,  and  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  take  any  statutory  action.  One  of  the  above 
houses  which  was  found  to  be  unfit  was  voluntarily  demolished 
by  the  owner. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  the  domestic 
water  supply.  Twenty-four  samples  were  taken  from  various 
parts  of  the  District  during*  the  year  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  to  the  County  Laboratories.  The 
reports  upon  these  were  all  satisfactory.

Regular  inspections  under  this  heading  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year,  and  the  Insurance  Scheme  at  the 
S-evenoaks  Market  is  still  in  operation  and  the  bulk  of  the 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  pass  through  this  scheme. 
There  are  12  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  District,  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  slaughter  of 
animals.
